Indiana Laborer Thrives on Exclusive 

Diet of Oatmeal. 
MISHAWAILI A, Ind., Dec. 22. William 
Hamlin, a laborer of this city, employed in 
very active work and who spent the sum- 
mer as a laborer in digging sewers and 
laving water mains, has subsisted through- 
gut the summer and fall on 5 cents a day, 
and is still continuing the experiment. Mr. 
Hamlin selected oatmeal for his diet, pay- 
ing 2 cents a pound therefore and consum- 
ing two and a half pounds a day, or seven- 
teen and one-half pounds a week of seven 
days, at a total cost of 35 cents. 

Hamlin’s daily bill of fare since last sum- 
mer has consisted of the following menu: 
Breakfast, plenty of hot drinking Water and 
three-quarters of a pound of oatmeal: din- 
ner, plenty of drinking water and one 
yound of oatmeal. For supper he takes a 
1ot or cold bath, sometimes only a foot- 
bath, three-quarters of a pound of oatmeal!

The report of the Committee of 
meeting Thursday night is a clear 
municipal conditions and needs. 

The recommendations complete outline plan of 
municipal rehabilitation which is to be undertaken under the 
direction of the non-partisan commission appointed at the 
meeting. This commission is composed of thirty members, 
citizens selected from among the leading business and pro- 
fessional men of the citf¥. 

To accomplish the work the committee recommend amend- 
ments to the city charter which shall enable the city to re- 
sume and vigorously prosecute the construction of streets and 
sewers. To provide necessary public buildings, hospitals, 
asylums, viaducts across Mill Creek valley, etc., an issue of 
»onds is reconmimended. This necessitates a constitutional con- 
vention which can be held within a year. Expenses to be de- 
frayed out of municipal revenue present a more difficult sub- 
ject which is left to be considered by the larger commission. 

The report is a very valuable document. It presents con- 
cisely the whole municipal situation. Every citizen should 
study it carefully.

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TERMS OF SUBSCRIPTION.

A dispatch from Caracas says: “Presfdent 
Castro has.issued a decree announcing that 
the New York and Bermudez Company's 
concession, founded by Carner, and entitling 
the company to mine all the asphalt in the 
state of Bermudez for 25 years, is annulicd, 
and that the titles to the asphalt mines, 
issued in 1888, are invalid. The decree aims 
at depriving the company of its rights and 
properties..

Sold High-Grade Liquor for a Song, |

Quietly Went His Way. 


A number of farmers in’ the vicinity of | 
Mascoutah believe they have been “dore’™’ 
by a smooth stranger with a few samples 
of high-grade liquor. They paid in advance 
for whisky which never came and they 
have given up hope that it ever will come. 

A few days ago a stranger appeured at 
Mascoutah, He said he was a traveling 
salesman for a Peoria distillery. He was 
well dressed and a good talker and soon | 
had himiself in the confidence of enough | 
people in the town to satisfy his purposes. | 

ile hired a buggy and a man to drive 
it and went out inte the country. Ife 
stopped at every farmhouse and talked. He 
had with him a sample case of the finest 
liquors. At each house he uncerked a bot- | 
tle and let the farmer have a couple of | 
fingers of the finest whisky the farmer ever 
@reamed of. Then he explained that the | 
stuff was made at the Peoria distillery, | 
that he was selling limited quantities of | 
it for the holidays and that the farmer 
had a chance to get it cheap because he 
would be buying direct from the distillery 
and there would be no middleman's prolit 

Almost invariably the farmer was im- 
pressed, and if he hesitated, another drink 
of the whisky was certain to make him 
feel rich enough to buy a whole distillery. 
So they gave orders for from one to five 
gallons of the whisky. After the man haw 
entered the order on his book he told them | 
he was authorized to offer them a liberal | 
discount for cash in advance. To some 
he offered 10 per cent, others 20 per cent 
and to some as much as 3) per cent ‘yhe 
farmers were thrifty and eagerly took ad- 
vantage of the offer in almost every in- 
stance. 

In a couple of days the stranger cleaned 
up aljout $400 in the vicinity. Then he went 
back to Mascoutah and boarded the next 
train for somewhere else. 

As soon u8 the effects of the frge whisky 
wore off the farmers came to the conclu- 
sion that it had not been so free after all. 
Some of them had paid as much as $20 for 
“two fingers.’’ with a mighty slim chance 
of getting any more. They made inquiries 
in Mascoutah and found that the stranger | 
had net left his address there. It also 
dawned upon them that he had not told 
them the name of the distillery from whieh 
ihe sample whisky came. The time when 
the farmers expected to get their whisky 
has passed and they have become sorhiad- 
mt thev have drang all the whisky they are 
likely to get from the Peoria distillery.
